We had hardly been ushering in the 
New Year with the ecstasy and joy of 
our youth, when a dark cloud hovered 
nigh heralding the sad and melancholy 
news that one of our lifelong friends 
and once a leading figure in our ranks, 
had followed the vast majority down 
the one and only way we all must 
go — The Eternal Highway. On Sun- 
day afternoon, January 5th, it was 
announced after our sendee that our 
lifelong friend, Mr. A. A. Mcintosh 
was hovering between life and death, 
which caused much sorrow, but the 
following morn had scarcely dawned 
when the Golden Gates were swung 
ajar and our late comrade was car- 
ried through unto the bosom of our 
Lord. The deceased passed away at 
the Home for Incurables on Dunn 
Avenue, Toronto, in his sixty-ninth 
year. 

For the past four years, Mr. Mc- 
intosh had been at the "Home" on 
Dunn Avenue, undergoing treatment 
for an ailment that gradually became 
a disease with no hope of a cure, but 
he had borne it most cheerfully to the 
end. The late Augus Alexander Mc- 
intosh was a graduate of the Montreal 
and Belleville schools, and learned the 
trade of printing, which he held down 
all his life. He formerly worked in 
Winnipeg, Chatham, Parry Sound and 
Toronto. He was born in Chatham, 
and during his nine years residence in 
Winnipeg, he was president and secre- 
tary of the Pharnorth Literary Club 
of the Winnipeg School for the Deaf, 
back in 1885-1894. He was chief col- 
lector for Canada and raised a large 
sum for the Calcutta (India) School 
for the Deaf. Was correspondent for 
the Brigden Literary Society (then 
known as the Maple I^eaf Club), in 
Toronto for many years, and was also 
a teacher at the Belleville school. 
Nearly twenty years ago, he married 
Miss Elisabeth Jennie Burke, of To- 
ronto, a graduate from the Belleville 
School, who survives, and to whom we 
extend deepest sympathy. He had no 
children.
